Fonr Indians Hanged at Fort Sintlb, 


Arkana«». 


I>UPATCH TO THE EVKXINU "TBIMKIll"] 


All in Oakland Attention! 


FOST SMITH (Ark.), September 8th.— 


To-day there was another exec»tion in 
the Cottrt-yard, by which four Indians— 
Oae* Sanders and Sinker Wilion, both 
Cherckees, and 5am P*ter», a Choctaw, 
and Jack Vallei-, a Peoria Indian—paid 
the penalty of their crimes committed in I 
Indian Territory. Th» cnmbtr pceg«at 1 
at the execution wai Terj large. Wngon-'j 
loads of people poured into lh» town on 
th« cYening previoui, antl tb» «tr««t» 
were literally jninniid; but ovarythi»g 
pasted oil'in an orderly and quiet man- 
ner. At eleven o'clock tho prisonm 
were taken from the Jail. On arming 
at tho Bellow* th«y took /the peti- 
tions assigned them, seemingly un- 
conscious 
of 
their 
situation. 
Af- 


ter the death warrants were road and in- 
terpreted, and religious seryices wer» 
held, th« prisoners bade farewell to ill, 
the ropes were adjusted, the black caps 
drawn OTIT their facts, and at 11:55 th« 
drop fell. This execution closes the life 
of fif'etn Indian:, who hare bean hanged 
within the year by sentence of the same 
conrt, on the same spot, and on the 
same gallows. 
w Sinker Wilson, ths Cherokee, was of 
medium size and bif;ht. 
He was con- 


victed in December, 1867, of tho murdtr 
of Datus Cowan, a white boy. 
He 


tscapcd about a month before the tirae 
than set for his ileath, and remained 
free for nearly nine yesrs. 
Last April 


he was recaptured end resentence.d. He 
was » mere boy when the murder was 
committed. Heprotested bis innocence, 
«nd charged the -murder on his brother. 
Samuel Po«rs, i> Choclaw, 28 years old, 
suffered the penalty for the murder of 
the wife of James Han=orj, in October, 
1875. 
The indications about tho house 


where Ihe ninrtier was committed wera 
that the woman made a desperate strug- 
gle, bnt snccnmoaed to tha knife. The 
prisoner, just before execution, stated 
that Hanson had unjustly accused him 
of stealing; that he had gone to see Han- 
son about it, and finding hi* wife, had 
killed her in altercation. 0»ee Sander«. 
the Cherokee, 29 years old. had been 
twice reprieved by th« President for the 
murder of Thomas Carlylc, a white man 
who had intermarried with a Cherokee 
woman. Sanders and a stranger rode to 
Carlyle'» house one evening and with- 
out explanation shot him deai nnd 
rifled hi* pocket: »ad bouse, securing 
considerable mouey, :.cd disappeared. 
Sanders persistently denied participa- 
tion in the murder to tho last moment. 
The last Tictim was John Valley, n Peo- 
ria Indian, twenty-six years old. 
In No- 


vember, 1S73, he"killed Eli Heckett, * 
white man. They had some altercation 
a few davs before about a snail matter 
of money. The murderer confessed his 
guilt.

And to-day tho llerntt tract is cen- 
ercd with houses of his own design- 
ing, nearly all of -which ha\ebecn 
built uiider his supervision. Jt WPS 
largely through Dr. Menitt's eflbits 
tbat the dam -was constiuuted at 
Twelfth street and the first piactical 
demonstration made of the beauty 
and value of tl.a Lake -which now 
bears his name, and which is really 
one of the most attractive feahaes 
of the city. Dr. Merntt planned 
and supervised the ImiMiag of the 
larger of the two University edifices 
at Berkeley, saving at Jcabt £10,000 
to the State, and probably moie. 
For this he -v.as roundly abused 
bv every cur -nl.o thought him a. 
good target at the time. But he 
took the abuse on his bio.id shoal- 
ders without stooping and \utuocit 
losing the good opinion of those 
-n-ho knew from careful inq.:irj that 
a good service had been rendered to 
the public. 
The Ginnd Central 


Hotel was planned by him, of wLirh 
for ft time he ^a» a joint owner. 
He al«o bmlt for a society of stu- 
dents at Beikeley a Club House 
which is a model in its v> ay, and \i ill 
be for years to come. 


Dr. Merntt needs no ciedentials 


to take -with him on his journey. 
There are times when it is only just 
to say a good word of a citizen who 
•while caring wisely for his own in- 
terests, has kept in view also tho 
greiter interests of tho community. 


A DKY 1ECTDEE FIELD. 


For some reasons the lecture has 


never been popularized in this State 
as in the Eastern States. Tho most 
popular lecturers who come here 
draw thin houses. Bayard Taylor, 
Eingsley, Lord and other notable 
lecturer* only had moderate houses. 
The peoplo care more for amuse- 
ments than for any ia the -way of in- 
structive talk,. 


And yet the lacturo is gaining 


ground here. If one has something 
to ssy worth the- hearing h« will at 
least find a small but appreciative 
audience. The best audiences now 
in attendance upon lectures are to 
be found at Beikeloy. Besides the 
faculty of the University, who de- 
liver lectures almost daily, the Fri- 
day afternoon assembly has always 
been a popular occasion.

Chicago and Other large cities the 
Sandny afternoon lecture has been 
established and is now quite popular 
The charge is a dime. Instructive 
speakers arfl selected and the themes 
cho»en are tseh as befit the occasion 


In Sacramento a winter course o: 


lectures has oeen kept wp by th< 
Library Association with varying 
•access. Oakland is a larger plac< 
than Sacramento, and has a Library 
Association "which is always in need 
of funds. The lectures -will proba 
Wy •uceeed best here by separating 
them from all money making influ 
ences; and by making sure at thi 
iiitme time that the lectures shall bi 
worthy of * good attendance o 
thinking and appreciative people^

only on the physical wants of its in 
habitants, but also on the tone and 
tendencies of their spiritual life 
Without denying the powers of man 
to modify- es.teinal nature, v*e are 
warranted in concluding that the 
characteristics of a people are, to a j 
very great extent, determined by the 
characteaistics of the region in which 
they dwell. The soil which yields 
them support, the air they breathe, 
the mountains and seas by which 
thoy are surrounded—all these tend

DETERMINE THEIB PUHSTJITS, 


Their 
habits, their 
institutions 


their sentiments and their ideas. 
Therefore fixing in mind the geo- 
graphical features of Scandinavia 
we have certain data from which we 
may anticipate the leading traits of 
Scandinavian 
life and literature. 


The present political divisions of 
the religion known as Scandinavia 
are the kingdom of Donmwk, the 
united kingdoms of Norway and 
Sweden, and tha republic of Iceland. 


The surface of Denmark is un- 


broken by mountains, and nowhera 
rises a thousand feet above the 
ocean. With the exception of the 
southern extremity of the peninsula 
of Scandinavia wbich in its rich soil 
and level surface resembles Den- 
mark, the peninsula forms a pre-em- 
inently 


XOB1HERV KINGDOM 


There is little variety or richness 


of foliage, and the tall straight pines 
and spruce trees which predominate 
in the forests, give to tha landscape 
a sombre and melancholy aspect. 
The mountains are steep and rugged; 
the rivers are clear, cold mountain 
streams, booming at times cateraots 
six hundred feet m height.

shores are cut by deep narrow bays, 
or fjords, which extend _far inland, 
among the mountains.

really historic view we get of the 
political condition of Scandinavia

PETTY KINGDOMS, 


Whose sovereigns were almost con 
tinually in mutual warfare and were 
•upported by the devoted bravery of 
their little bands of warriors. The 
King governed, bnthisacts were sub- 
ject to the decision of a parliament 
composed of the free men of the 
kingdom. Living in a country that 
furnished only a scant sustenance.the 
Kings accompanied by their warriors 
were accustomed to go out in their 
little vessels to foreign lands to wiu 
booty and glory. These were 


THE VIKINGS 


They infested every shore of 


Europe; they burned, robbed, com 
pellcd Kings to p»y tribute, and ro- 
turned with their spoils to spend the 
winter in the noisy carousals of the 
drinking board. For them to die in 
bed was disgraceful, but to fall by 
the hand of an enemy was a sure 
passport to the joys of Walhalla, 
where in the presence of 'the God 
Odin, they would spend an eternity 
of the -\\ildest drinking and fighting. 


The domestic affairs of this rnde 


age of Northern Paganism wer« 
quite in keeping with the epint ol 
the titrjes. In order to conceive oi 
them properly, we must think of 
Scandinavia divested of all the ap- 
pliances of civilization; think of ii 
as a rugged Northern Peninsula 
peopled by a race whose character 
was in 
HARMONY. WITH THE WILD KATCB« 
Around them. Its dwellings were 
log houses scattered alocgtlie coast, 
in the deep narrow valleys, and on 
the high table-lands of the interior 
The ordinary houses never had more 
than one room. In domestic life 
the father's will was absolute. He 
alone had the authority to determine 
who should be the husband of his 
daughter. Yet as an act of conde 


metrical system based oa quantity, 
ike the poetry of Greece and Rome, 
nit had a system of its own, more 
or less exemplified by the Anglo- 
3axon poetry. The most prominent 
eaturo of tho Eddaio poetry was its 
alliteration, which i» an assonance 
produced by correspondence between 
certain letters and syllables.

These m their origin are similar to 
the popular songs of the Middle 
Ages;

mind. The whole literature of. the 
North,both the Edd_as and the Sagas, 
is not only interesting in itself, but 
s also essential to an understanding 
t a subject,which from tho clow re- 
ationship of our ancestors and the 
mient Scandinavians,
